Executive Summary 
of the 
1975 Annual Recreation Fee Report 


Summary of Progress 


Congressional and Executive effort in 1975 largely focused on improving 
operation of the Federal Fee Program. Several bills which would modify 


the program were introduced in Congress for study and review. 


A majority of these bills would qualify the physically handicapped for 
free lifelong permits, providing privileges similar to those now 
afforded by the Golden Age Passports issued under the Land and Water 
Conservation Fund Act of 1965, as amended. Such legislation, if 
enacted, would weaken the overal | Brernveiess gf the Federal 


Recreation Fee Program. 


In 1975, the Forest Service and the National Park Service (the only 
agencies responsible for Passport sales) sold 154,781 Golden Eagle 
Passports, totaling $1,547,810. In addition, over 490,000 Golden Age 
Passports were issued by the seven Federal land-managing agencies. 
Total recreation fees collected during 1975 amounted to over $20 
million, which includes over $12 million in use fees and approximately 


$8 million in entrance fees. The special permit fees col lected showed 


an increase from $1.5 thousand in 1974 to over $186 thousand in 1975. 
Visitation figures indicate over |.8 billion visitor hours were spent 
at 2,596 recreation fee management units in 1975. In comparison to the 


1974 totals all of the above figures are higher. 


The 1975 BOR Field Check included more contact with both the public and 
Federal agency personnel. Agency compliance with Rules and Regulations 
was good, and there was widespread public support for recreation fees. 
However, the BOR Field Check indicated a continued lack of knowledge 
and some confusion about the Golden Eagle and Golden Age Passports and 
other areas of the Fee Program. While more people are aware of the 
Golden Eagle and Golden Age Passports, the need for a strengthened 


information effort still remains. 


Full reimbursement for the 1973 and 1974 Golden Eagle Passports sold by 
the United States Postal Service is still pending. Continued progress 
was made during 1975 in collecting the monies, and it is hoped that in 


1976 this matter can be resolved. 


Agreement was reached during the past year on standardizing common 
visitor use measurements. Starting in 1976, the Bureau of Outdoor 
Recreation plans to issue information on annual visitation to Federal 
recreation fee and non-fee management units by visitor hours and 


recreation days. 























In July, 1975, the Bureau awarded a contract to examine and report on 


Fees: An Examination of Public Willingness to Pay Fees and Charges and 


the Fee Programs of Various Government Agencies. The contractor is 


progressing well and should meet its completion date on June 1976.

Subject: Fourth Annual Report on Federal Recreation Fee Program 


We are pleased to present to you the fourth annual report on the 
Federe! Recreation Fee Program, prepared pursuant to Public Law 92-347. 
The seven Federal agencies administering lands for outdoor recreation 
purposes gave their full cooperation in providing information contained 
herein. 


Calendar year 1975 was the first year in which there were no major 
changes or Public Laws passed affecting the Federal Recreation Fee 
Program. This contributed to a more efficient operation of the Program 
because the general public and all the seven Federal land=-managing 
agencies involved were more familiar with: its procedures. The Bureau 
was able to streamline the necessary information forms for the report 
due to the "status quo" of the Program's Rules and Regulations. Also, 
during the 1975 BOR Field Check operation, a larger number of the fee 
areas were visited for data collection. 


Lack of public understanding of the procedure for securing the Golden 
Eagle and Golden Age Passports continued to be a problem in 1975. 
However, this has been corrected by revising the brochure pertaining to 
the Passports for 1976. 


With continued stability of the program, we look forward to further 


improvement of its effectiveness for the public and to improved 
usefulness of fee data collected each year. 
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INTRODUCT 1 ON 


The Federa! Recreaticn Fee Program grew ang improved in 1975. This was 
tre first full year of the present Fee Program in which there were no 
changes in the applicable laws and regulations. This stability 

permitted both seit personnel and recreation visitors to become more 
familiar with the fee system and made possible a smoother, more 
efficient operation. Further operational improvements should be achieved 


in 1976 thereby improving service to the public. 


The Bureau of Outdoor Recreation coordinated a series of Interegency 

Fee Task Force meetings during the year. Topics included: furnishing 
total recreation-day/visitor-hour data, standardizing use fee collection 
cost methods, legislation, field checks, consumer representation plan 
statement on recreation fee regulations, Golden Eagle/Golden Age 
Passports, Privacy Act, 1975 Fee Report, and concession operations. 
Study and research into these areas have brought results which wi || 
improve the total Fee Program in the future. Several topics are still 


being researched fcr applicability to the program. 


The seven Federal land-managing agencies stated thet their field 
personnel did a better job in collecting data for the 1975 report 
because they were aware of and familiar with the Rules and Regulations 
of the Fee Program. However, they still had a minor problem with new 


personnel not being fully acquainted with the program. 


After more than a decade of corde aren effort, the seven Federal 
land-managing agencies agreed last year to submit annual summaries of 
their total recreation use--free as well as fee--in comparable units of 
measure. The Bureau of Outdoor Recreation expects to publish in 19/6 
the first annual report of total visitor-hours and recreation-days of 
use on the lands of each agency and on the entire Federal estate. 

Public agencies and private organizations frequently request this infor- 
mation, but until now it has never been available on a regular and 


dependable basis. 


The 1975 Fee report responds to Section 4(h) of P.L. 92-347 (Exhibits 
| and 2), which states, "Periodic reports indicating the number and 
location of fee collection areas, the number and lIccation of potential 
fee collection areas, capacity and visitation information, the fees 
collected, and other pertinent data, shall.be coordinated and compiled 
by the Bureau of Outdoor Recreation and transmitted to the Committees 
on Interior and Insular Affairs of the United States House of 
Representatives and United States Senate. Such reports, which shall 
be transmitted no later than March 31 annually, shall include any 
recommendations which the Bureau may have with respect to improving 


this aspect of the Land and Water Conservation Fund program." 


A summary of 1975 administrative experiences with the Federal Recrea- 


tion Fee Program and recommendations for improvement are presented. 











Exhibits 3 through 9 pertain to the amendments to P.L. 92-347, and 
the Recreation Fee Rules and Regulations for the Department of the 


Interior, Forest Service and the Corps of Engineers. 
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1975 Federal Recreation Fee Field Check 


This annual BOR Field Check is an integral part of efforts to coordinate 
and administer the Federal Recreation Fee Program. All major land- 


managing agencies cooperated. 


Two major subject areas were chosen for their importance to Federal 
Recreation Fee Program operations: "Agency Implementation" and "Public 


Reaction and Understanding" (Exhibit 10). 


Under "Agency Implementation," the Bureau was concerned particularly 
with three points: |) how the fee areas were posted, 2) were fee 
levels clearly indicated at recreation entrances, and 3) the knowledge 


of agency personne! about the Fee Program. 


Under "Public Reaction and Understanding," the Bureau concentrated on 
visitors! knowledge of the Golden Eagle and Golden Age Passports, and 
of use fees. Visitors were then queried as te their satisfaction with 
the facilities and their feelings on the comparability of the fees at 


the area and the acceptability of recreation fees in general. 


A minimum of seventy field evaluations were scheduled, 10 in each of 
the seven BOR Regional Offices, of which at least 14 each (2 per region) 
were To be administered by the National Park Service, the Forest Service 
and the Corps of Engineers (Instructions, Exhibit 10). In answering 


questions for the "Agency Implementaticn" section, the field checker 


examined area posting, fee level indication, and personnel knowledge 

of the fee program. In the "Public Reaction and Understanding" section, 
the field checker queried at least five visitors per area on their 
knowledge of Passports and use fees, their feelings of satisfaction, 


comparability and acceptability toward basic fee program elements. 


The 1975 BOR Field Check was completed on August 29, 1975, and copies 

of the report were distributed to all the Federal land-managing agencies 
in October. Of the 96 Federal recreation sites visited, 26 were 
operated by the National Park aes 4| by the Forest Service, 23 by 
the Corps of Engineers, 2 by the Bureau of Land Management and 4 by the 


Tennessee Valley Authority. 


Under the secticn titled "Agency Implementation," of the 96 sites 
visited, 85% (100% in 1974) had properly posted signs, 91% had the fee 
levels clearly indicated and 97% of the agencies’ personnel manning the 
stations were knowledgeable about the fee program. The lower percentage 
for the properly posted signs was due mostly to recent construction 


work on the sites where new signs were to be placed. 


Under the "Public Reaction and Understanding" series of questions, of 
454 respondents only 52% (60% in 1974) were aware of the Golden Eagle 
Passport, 54% (49% in 1974) were aware of the Golden Age Passport, and 
83% (79% in 1974) were familiar with user fees (see Table |). This 


naticnwide summary indicates the need for an even stronger public 


information program on the Golden Eagle and Golden Age Passports. 
Concerning satisfaction with facilities, of 453 respondents, 89% 

(82% in 1974) stated that they were satisfied. Many praised the 
facilities provided by the Federal AC el whereas a few people 
suggested minor improvements. Pertaining to fee comparability with 
other agencies, of 447 respondents, 90% (84% in 1974) indicated that 
the fees in the area of interview were comparable with those of other 
public agency areas. Finally, relating to overall acceptability 

of recreation fees, of 453 respondents, 90% (89% in 1974) indicated 


they fcund such fees acceptable.

Exhibit || shows the specific comments made by the general public, the 
park attendants and the personnel from the BOR regional offices during 
the interviews. These comments are candid. Some have considerable 
merit for the Federal land-managing agencies +hat may desire to improve:

Public information efforts during the 1975 Federal Recreation Fee 

Program involved less Congressional and public correspondence than in 

the previous year. This drop can be BAM Siig to: |) well established 
rules and regulations, 2) an on-going program, and 3) familiarization 


with the Fee Program. 


Information requests in 1975 can be classified into two major categories: 
general information requests on the Golden Eagle and Golden Age Pass- 
ports; and inquiries concerning the issuance of Golden Age Passports to 
disabled individuals under age 62 (who are not eligible under current 
legislaticn). Other correspondence centered on where and how one 

could obtain the Golden Eagle and Golden Age Passports. Since Golden 
Age Passports are no longer available at Post Offices, many individuals 
continued to request them by mail. AIl were informed that the law 
stipulates applications must be made in person for the Golden Age 


Passport. 


The bulk of requests for Passports were handled by the National Park 
Service and the Forest Service. It was determined that the information 
available to the public on Passports was neither clear nor understandable. 
This necessitated the recalling of the 1976 Federal Recreation Fee 
brochures from the print shop for rewriting to eliminate any possible 
misunderstanding. Copies of the 1975 and 1976 Federal Recreation Fee 


brochures are included in this report as Exhibits 12 and 13. 


To assist legislators in responding to inquiries from constituents, 
The Bureau provided each Senator and Congressman with copies of the 
1976 brochure. This material should help clarify most of the questions 


pertaining to the Golden Eagle and Golden Age Passports. 


Other topics of concern were similar to those discussed in the 1974 
report: a foreign visitor's right to Golden Age Passports, the cost 
vs. benefits of the Golden Eagle Passport, the difficulties which 
senior citizens have with recreation fees, and doubts among some as to 


the need for any recreation fees. 


In 1975 the Department of the Interior issued only one press release 
pertaining to the Federal Recreation Fee Program. On July 10, 1975, 
the Naticnal Park Service announced that entrance fees would be collected 
from foreign visitors at all National Parks where entrance fees are 
required (Exhibit 14). This release explained the amendment to the 


Land and Water Conservation Fund Act which had exempted foreign visitors 





from entrance fees to National papke in the United States up to July 12, 
1975, and that entrance fees would now be charged where required. Also 
included in the 1975 Fee Report as Exhibit 15 is a copy of the February 
2, 1976, Department of the Intertor news release announcing that the 
1976 Golden Eagle Passports and lifetime Golden Age Passports are now 
available to the public. This release reiterated the requirements and 
privileges of the Passports, and listed the places where they may be 


obtained. 


The public information efforts are a very important part of the Federal 
Recreation Fee Progrem. The public is entitled to a comprehensive and 
well-administered progrem, and comments and inquiries from the public 
help administrators to pinpoint areas where the Fee Program needs 


improvement. 


The 1975 Golden Eagle/Golden Age Passport Program 


TABLE || summarizes the available data concerning 1975 and 19/76 
Passport distribution, sales and issuance. Data were provided by 


each Federal agency involved. 


In 1975, Golden Eagle Passports were sold only by the Naticnal Park 
Service and the Forest Service. These agencies are the ones permitted 
by law to honor this Passport. Data provided by each agency showed 


increases in the number sold from the previous year. The National Park 





Service remained the major public source of the Golden Eagle Passports. 
The number of 1976 Golden Eagle Passports requested was reduced from 
last year's figures to conform more nearly to the number of Passports 
that had been sold the previous year. Both the Park Service and the 
Forest Service are believed to be supplied with sufficient quantities 


to satisfy public needs for America's Bicentennial Year.

All seven Federal land-managing agencies continued to be active in 
issuing the 1976 Golden Age Passports. Demand and issuance rates 
remained particularly high with the National Park Service, Bureau of 
Reclamation and the Tennessee Valley Authority. Six of the seven 
agencies issued considerably more Golden Age Passports than in 1974, 


reflecting greater public awareness and use of the Passports. 


statistics of the 1975 Federal Recreation Fee Program 
Discussion and Analysis of Tables 


TABLES [11 through VII summarize the 1975 Federal Recreation Fee Program 
data provided by the seven Federal land-managing agencies. These data 
provide considerable insight into 1975 fee program operations and were 
gathered for the Bureau on special request to each agency. A review 

of the data-gathering process will assist in understanding the informa- 


tion presented in the tables more clearly. 


The 1974 tabular forms were streamlined, redesigned and printed for use 
in compiling data for the 1975 Federal Recreation Fee Report. Two sets 
of forms and guidelines were distributed to each agency at the nereee 
30, 1975, Federal Recreation Fee Meeting. The guidelines permitted each 
agency to define the term "management unit" in accordance with the 
customary usage. Other reporting matters were also left up to the 
discretion of the agencies. The guidelines provided recommended steps 
to follow in reporting potential data, visitor-hours, campground 


capacity, and cost collection. 


Congressicnal mandate, P.L. 92-347, required that the forms deal with 
numbers and location of recreation fee management units, campground 
capacity, annual visitation, fees collected, and collection costs. In 
addition to the above, the Bureau provided a basic summary reporting 
form for the agencies to use in obtaining data from their individual 
management units. Indications revealed that most of the agencies con- 
curred in these forms and reported that they were easier to use and 


helped facilitate a more complete reporting. 


The number of existing and potential Federal recreation entrance, user 
and special permit management units increased slightly over last year's 
totals. The entrance fee system is still employed by only the National 


Park Service. 


The aggregate fee collection costs for all seven Federal! land=-managing 
agencies decreased more than 50% from last year's total. Inasmuch as 
indirect cost figures are often difficult for the agencies to identify 


and maintain, the results are inconclusive. 


The Bureau of Land Management had the most noticeable increase in the 
collection costs. A substantial growth in new fee management units 


brought about these increases in both direct and indirect costs. 


Increases also prevailed in annual visitation to the use fee management 


units and to a smaller degree in-the fee campgrounds during 1975.

CURRENT ACTIVITIES 


Concessioners on Federal Recreation Lands 


The Bureau of Outdoor Recreation is assisting in the coordination of a 
Concessioner Pricing Comparability Study about to be initiated, under 
contract, by the National Park Service. Recommended by the GAO Audit 
Report dated July 21, 1975, the study is designed to "develop and 
publish in the Federal Register, guidelines for approval of conces- 
sioner prices containing criteria for evaluating such factors as the 
length of the tourist season, peakloads, rates of occupancy, cost of 
labor and materials, and goods and services provided by the Park Service 
to the concessioner at no charge, and also services performed by the 


concessioner in assisting the Park Service." 


Full cooperation of the other Federal resource managing agencies which 
have concessioner operations was assured at an interagency meeting on 
January 16, 1976, chaired by the Bureau of Outdoor Recreation. The 
study will seek to evaluate and quantify the concessioners! cost of 
supplying goods and/or services. The goal is to develop formulas which 
will enable the National Park Service to analyze the factors applicable 
to concessions operating in the entire National Park System and arrive 
at a fair price for goods and services being offered. Through sampling, 
the study will examine the full range of services offered and sizes of 


concessioner operations grossing $75,000 or more for the previous year. 


Fee Research - An Examination of Public Willingness to Pay Fees and 
Charges and the Fee Programs of Various Government Agencies 


The Bureau of Outdoor Recreation is examining the question of public 
willingness to pay user charges and their relative willingness to pay 
fees to Federal, State and local entities and to private recreation 


entrepreneurs. 


In the spring of 1975, the Bureau of Outdoor Recreation issued a Request 
for Proposal (Exhibit 16) on the evaluation of public willingness to 

pay user charges for use of outdoor recreation areas and facilities. 
Upon evaluation of the resulting proposals, a contract was signed with 
the Economics Research Associates of San Francisco, California. Under 
the contract, ERA is to examine both the fee structure of State and 
Local governments and the private sector and to conduct a survey of 


public attitudes toward user fees at public recreation areas. 


The study is to be completed by June of 1976. The results of the study 
will enable us to examine what we charge for, why and how much. IT will 
provide information to help in establishing fees at existing fee areas 
and facilities. It will also provide information on public attitudes 
and other fee programs as they relate to recreation facilities and 


areas currently not charged for by the Federal Government. 


These results will be examined in detail in the fee report presented 
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in March of 1977. Based upon these results, hopefully the Bureau of 
Outdoor Recreation will be able to recommend improvements in the 
current fee program in order that the Federal Government can provide 
more effectively and efficiently, at an equitable cost, recreation 


opportunities to the American public. 


Memorandum of Agreement Between the Forest Service and the 


National Park Service 


The 1975 BOR Field Check surveys in California and Virginia revealed 

the need for greater coordination between the National Park Service and 
the Forest Service. In particular the survey stated: "The National 
Park Service should make available information for alternative camping 
opportunities in adjacent National Forests, State Parks and commercial 
campgrounds when their areas are full during peak use" (see BOR Regional 
Office Comments, Exhibit Il). The survey report was distributed to each 


of the seven Federal land=-managing agencies at the October Fee Meeting. 


On December 5, 1975, to partially fulfill the identified need, a memoran- 
dum of agreement between the Forest Service and the National Park Service 
was signed (Exhibit 17). The agreement established the necessary working 
relationships between the two agencies regarding the development and 

administration of recreation facilities and campground reservation systems 


and ensured coordinated land use planning for enhancing public convenience.

CONCLUS 1ONS AND RECOMMENDAT I ONS 


Summary of Progress 


P.L. 92-347 laid the foundation for the current fee system and P.L. 
93-303 defined, clarified and strengthened the Fee Progrem. Added to 
this foundation were the necessary Rules and Regulations of the 


Department of the Interior, Forest Service and the Corps of Engineers. 


Improved Public Awareness 


In 1975, Americans became more familiar with the Golden Eagle Passports, 
the Golden Age Passports and the Federal Recreation Fee Program. The 
seven Federeé! land-managing agencies became more experienced in the 
administration of the Federal Recreation Fee Program including the data 
required, system of collecting data, and streamlined forms. Interagency 
cooperation in defining use-measurement terms pertinent to the field of 


recreation planning was a notable achievement. 


Importance of Field Checks 


The 1975 BOR Field Check proved once again to be an important tool in 
responding to the viewpoints of Americans (their needs, likes, dislikes, 
complaints, and most importantly, attitudes toward the Federal 
Government's role in outdoor recreation). This kind of evaluation is 


the basis for program improvement. Several of the points learned from 


a 


this year's survey will be incorporated into the Federal Recreation Fee 
Program. One of the most important areas needing improvement was shown 
to be the public infermation effort. Although some improvements have 
been made in public information, a genuine need for additional effort 
remains. The-Fee Task Force states that the lack of financing efforts 
by the Federal agencies is the major handicap; the Program's future 
growth depends upon better public understanding, answering public needs 
and informing the public about outdoor recreation opportunities. The 
basic governing laws and regulations are now well! established; the Fee 
Program has a solid fcundation. The components which make up the total 
Pregram must be continually reviewed, improved and refined to develop 


an even more successful operation. 


The Bureau of Outdoor Recreation and the seven Federal land-managing 
agencies are all involved in studies to improve their programs.

Cooperation, standardization and coordination are becoming more 


effective. 


Recommended Actions for Improvement 


Research and studies carried out in 1975 by the Bureau of Outdoor 
Recreation and the seven,Federal land-managing agencies on recreation 
will be reviewed and acted upon in 1976 for improvement of the Fee 
Program. The Task Force is striving fer uniformity, comparability and 


acceptability of Federal recreation fees. 
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Recommendations will be made, if necessary, after the various research 
contracts and agency studies have been completed and reviewed by the 


Federal Recreation Fee Task Force.

(2) For each Designated Recreation 
Use Facility, all of the following criteria 
are satisfied: 

(i) The facility is developed, admin- 
istered, or provided by any bureau of

(ii) The facility is provided at Federal

(iii) The nature of the facility is such 
that fee collection is administratively 
and economically practical.

. Arizona Transportation Control Plan;

On April 11, 1973, the State of Ari- 
zona submitted a proposed transporta- 
tion control plan to the Administrator 
pursuant to section 110 of the Clean Air 
Act (42 U.S.C. 1857c—5) . Although several 
of the strategies to control carbon mon- 
oxide were approvable in concept, they 
were not set forth in the required regula- 
tory detail. Accordingly, on June 15, 1973 
the Administrator disapproved the plan 
(38 FR 16555, June 22, 1973). As required 
under section 110(c) of the Clean Air 
Act, the Administrator proposed on July 
16, 1973, substitute regulations for at- 
tainment of the national standard for 
carbon monoxide (38 FR .18942). 

The Governor of Arizona submitted a 
revised control strategy on September 
11, 1973. After reviewing this revised 
plan, supplemental information and pub- 
lic comment, the Administrator condi- 
tionally approved the Arizona Transpor- 
tation Contro] Plan on December 3, 1973 
(38 FR 33368). (An evaluation report of 
the state plan is now available in the 
EPA regional office). In addition, EPA 
promulgated regulations which placed 
certain requirements and compliance 
dates on the implementation of each of 
the State’s control measures, The pro- 
mulgation of these implementation cri- 
teria was necessary to satisfy, the re- 
quirements of 40 CFR Part 51 for ap- 
proval. These requirements fell primarily 
on the employer carpool incentive pro- 
gram and the bus/carpool matching pro- 
gram. For example, EPA required that 
the employer carpool incentive program 
be made applicable immediately to em- 
ployers with 200 spaces. The regulation 
also addressed the criteria for evaluat- 
ing sufficiency of a plan, reporting ree 
quirements and procedures for EPA pro- 
mulgation of such plans.

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The Federal recreation fee program, under the 
Land and Water Conservation Fund Act of 1965, 
as amended, provides for the charging of entrance 
fees and recreation use fees at designated Federal 
recreation areas and facilities and for the charging 
of fees for special recreation permits. 


Entrance Fees 


In 1975, entrance fees will be charged only at the 
national parks, monuments, recreation areas, sea- 
shores, historic and memorial parks and sites ad- 
ministered by the National Park Service that are 
listed in this pamphlet. No entrance fees will be 
charged at any national recreation area adminis- 
tered by the Forest Service. 

Entrance fees may be paid on a single-visit basis, 
or on an annual basis through purchase of a $10 
Golden Eagle Passport. Valid for one calendar 
year, the Golden Eagle Passport admits the permit- 
tee and a carload of persons, or family group (par- 
ents, children, spouse) where entry is not by pri- 
vate car, to designated Federal entrance fee areas. 
The Golden Eagle Passport does not cover any camp- 
ing or other recreation use fees, or special recrea- 
tion permit fees. 

Persons 62 years of age or older, who are citizens 
of or domiciled in the United States, may obtain at 
no charge a lifetime Golden Age Passport which 
affords nearly the same entry privileges as the 
Golden Eagle Passport plus a 50 percent discount on 
recreation use fees for designated recreation facili- 
‘ies and services. 

Persons who plan only occasional visits to areas 
charging entrance fees in 1975 may save money by 
paying single-visit entrance fees rather than pur- 
chasing an annual Golden Eagle Passport. One single- 
visit entrance fee will be charged, regardless of the 
number of days visitors stay within a given area. On 
the day the entrance fee is paid, visitors may also 
leave and re-enter the area without payment of an 
additional entrance fee.

Recreation Use Fees and 
Special Recreation Permits 


In 1975, recreation use fees will be charged for 
use of specialized sites, facilities, equipment, or 
services furnished at Federal expense. Fees may also 
be charged for special recreation permits issued for 
uses such as group activities, recreation events, mo- 
torized recreation vehicles, and other specialized 
uses on Federal recreation lands. Federal agencies 
authorized to charge use and permit fees are: The 
Bureau of Land Management, Bureau of Reclama- 
tion, Fish and Wildlife Service, National Park 
Service, Forest Service, Corps of Engineers,’ and 
Tennessee Valley Authority. 


Golden Eagle Passport 
(For persons under 62 years of age) 


Persons who plan’‘frequent visits to National Park 
System areas charging entrance fees in 1975 may 
save money by purchasing a Golden Eagle Pass- 
port. The annual entrance permit costs $10, which is 
nonrefundable. The Passport is valid from January 1 
through December 31, 1975. It covers entrance fees 
for the permittee and any persons accompanying 
him or her in a single, private, noncommercial ve- 
hicle. Where entry is by any means other than pri- 
vate, noncommercial vehicle, the Passport will ad- 
mit the permittee and his or her accompanying 
spouse, children, and parents. A private, noncom- 
mercial vehicle is any passenger car, station wagon, 
pickup, camper truck, motorcycle, or other motor 
vehicle used for private recreation purposes. The 
Golden Eagle Passport does not cover recreation 
use fees, such as camping fees, or special recreation 
permit fees; it is valid for entrance fees only, and is 
nontransferable. 


Golden Age Passport 
(For persons 62 years of age or older) 


Persons 62 years of age or older, who are citizens 
of or domiciled in the United States, may obtain 
at no cost a lifetime Golden Age Passport which 
affords nearly the same entry privileges as the 
Golden Eagle Passport plus a discount on recrea- 
tion use fees. The Golden Age Passport admits the 
permittee and any persons accompanying him or her 
in a single, private, noncommercial vehicle to any 
designated Federal entrance fee area. Where entry 
is by means other than private, noncommer- 


‘pags 


cial vehicle, the Passport will admit the permittee 


‘ and his or her accompanying spouse and children. 


The Golden Age Passport also provides a 50 per- 
cent discount on camping or other use fees for des- 
ignated recreation facilities and services. The 
Golden Age Passport 50 percent discount does not 
apply to special recreation permit fees. The Golden 
Age Passport must be applied for in person and 
proof of age must be furnished. Proof of age may 
include a State driver's license or birth certificate 
(Medicare cards are not acceptable because they 
are also issued to certain persons under 62 years). If 
the applicant does not have such proof, an affidavit 
attesting to the person's age must be signed. 


Where Passports 
May be Obtained 


The Golden Eagle Passport may be obtained be- 
ginning January 1, 1975, at National Park Service 
headquarters, Washington, D.C., regional offices, 
and areas of the Nationa] Park System where en- 
trance fees are charged; and at Forest Service head- 
quarters, Washington, D.C., and regional offices. 

The Golden Age Passport may be obtained begin- 
ning January 1, 1975, at National Park Service head- 
quarters, Washington, D.C., regional offices, and 
areas of the National Park System where entrance 
fees are charged; at Forest Service headquarters, 
Washington, D.C., and at regional offices, Forest 
Supervisors’ offices, and Ranger Station offices of 
the Forest Service; and at a number of recreation 
areas and regional offices administered by other 
participating Federal agencies. 

No Passports are available at Post Offices. 

No charges by private concessioners or other con- 
tractors operating within Federal recreation areas 
are covered by the Golden Eagle Passport, Golden 
Age Passport, single-visit entrance fees, recreation 
use fees, or special recreation permit fees. 


Revenues 


Most revenues from Golden Eagle Passport 
sales, entrance, use, and special recreation permit 
fees go into Federal outdoor recreation programs 
under authority of the Land and Water Conserva- 
tion Fund Act of 1965, as amended. The Federal 
recreation fee program is coordinated by the 
Bureau of Outdoor Recreation, Department of the 
Interior. 
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To The Reader: 


This brochure explains the 1976 Golden Eagle Passport and the lifetime Golden Age Passport — two congressionally 
authorized passes which can help you enjoy the parks and recreation areas managed by the Federal Government. 

This brochure also explains the Federal recreation fee program. Some park or recreation areas and facilities managed 
by the Federal Government may be entered and used free of charge. Other areas and facilities require payment of either 
“entrance” or “use” fees — or both. “Entrance fees” are charged for entering some park or recreation areas (not all 
areas charge entrance fees — see list, pages 7 and 8). ‘Use fees” are charged for the use of certain facilities such as camp- 


grounds, boat launching equipment, etc. 


If you have any questions about the Golden Eagle Passport, Golden Age Passport, or Federal recreation fees after read- 
ing this brochure, please write the office nearest you that is listed on page 6. 


Most revenues from Golden Eagle Passport sales, entrance, use, and special recreation permit fees go into Federal 
outdoor recreation programs under authority of the Land and Water Conservation Fund Act of 1965, as amended. The 
Federal recreation fee program is coordinated by the Bureau of Outdoor Recreation, U.S. Department of the Interior. 





Golden Age Passport 
(For persons 62 years or older) 


WHAT IS IT, AND WHAT IS IT GOOD FOR? The Golden Age 
Passport is a free lifetime entrance permit to those na- 
tional parks, monuments, and recreation areas which 
charge entrance fees and are managed by the Federal 
Government (areas charging entrance fees in 1976 are 
listed on pages 7 and 8). It also provides a 50 percent dis- 
count on Federal ‘use’ fees charged for facilities and 
services such as camping, boat launching, parking, etc. 
The Golden Age Passport does not cover fees charged by 
private concessioners. 

The Golden Age Passport is issued free to citizens or 
permanent residents of the United States who are 62 years 
or older. 

The Golden Age Passport admits the permit holder and a 
carload** of accompanying people. Where entry is not by 
private car, the Golden Age Passport admits the permit 
holder and his or her spouse and children. 


HOW DO | OBTAIN A GOLDEN AGE PASSPORT? First, you 
may only obtain a Golden Age Passport in person. By law, 
Golden Age Passports are not available by mail. 

Second, at the time you obtain a Golden Age Passport in 
person, you must show proof of age. Proof of age may be a 
State driver’s license as long as it shows your birth date, 
or birth certificate (Medicare cards are not acceptable 
because they are also issued to people under 62 years). 


If you have no proof of birth, you must sign an affidavit 
attesting to your age. 


WHERE DO | GET A GOLDEN AGE PASSPORT? The 
Golden Age Passport is available at most Federal recreation 
areas where it may be used. Thus, it may not be necessary 
to obtain the Passport before beginning a vacation trip, 
for example. 

The Golden Age Passport may be obtained in person at 
National Park Service headquarters, Washington, D.C., re- 
gional offices (see addresses, page 6), and areas of the 
National Park System where entrance fees are charged 
(see list, pages 7 and 8). Golden Age Passports may also 
be obtained in person at Forest Service headquarters, 
Washington, D.C., at regional offices (see addresses, page 
6), at Forest Supervisors’ offices, and at most Ranger Sta- 
tion offices of the Forest Service. The Golden Age Passport 
is also available at Bureau of Land Management District 
Offices and recreation sites and at a number of recreation 
areas and regional offices of other participating Federal 
agencies. The Passport is not available at Post Offices. 


**The Golden Age Passport admits the permit holder and any 
persons accompanying him or her in a single, private, noncommer- 
cial vehicle. A private noncommercial vehicle is any passenger car, 
station wagon, pickup, camper truck, motor home, motorcycle, or 
other motor vehicle used for private recreation purposes. 








Golden Eagle Passport 
(For persons under 62 years of age) 


WHAT IS IT, AND WHAT IS IT GOOD FOR? The Golden Eagle 


Passport is an annual entrance permit to national parks, 
‘monuments, and recreation areas which charge entrance 
fees and are managed by the Federal Government (areas 
charging entrance fees in 1976 are listed on pages 7 and 
8). It admits the permit holder and a carload* of accom- 
panying people. Where entry is not by private car, the 
Golden Eagle Passport admits the permit holder and family 
group — parents, children, and spouse. The Golden Eagle 
Passport does not cover use fees, such as fees for camp- 
ing, etc. It is valid for entrance fees only. 


The Golden Eagle Passport costs $10 which is not refund- 
able. It is good for one calendar year. In 1976, the Golden 
Eagle Passport may be used at designated areas of the 
National Park System charging entrance fees — these 
areas are listed on pages 7 and 8. The Passport is not 
transferable. 


Those who plan several visits to Park System areas 
charging entrance fees may save by buying the Golden 
Eagle Passport for $10 rather than paying individual en- 
trance fees (ranging from 50 cents per person to $3 per 
car) at each area. 


HOW DO | GET A GOLDEN EAGLE PASSPORT? The Golden 
Eagle Passport may be purchased for $10 at National Park 
Service headquarters, Washington, D.C., regional offices 
(see addresses, page 6), and at areas of the National Park 
System where entrance fees are charged. Golden Eagle 
Passports may also be purchased at Forest Service head- 
quarters, Washington, D.C., and regional offices (see ad- 
dresses, page 6). The Passport is not available at Post 
Offices. 


“The Golden Eagle Passport covers entrance fees for the permit 
holder and any persons accompanying him or her in a single, 
private noncommercial vehicle. A private noncommercial vehicle is 
defined as any passenger car, station wagon, pickup, camper truck, 


motor home, motorcycle, or other motor vehicle used for private & 


recreation purposes. 
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Federal Recreation Fees 1976 


The Golden Eagle Passport and Golden Age Passport were 
established as part of the Federal recreation fee program 
under the Land and Water Conservation Fund Act of 1965, 


4 as amended. The program provides for the charging of 


entrance fees, recreation use fees, and fees for special 
recreation permits. Only those Federal areas designated as 
fee areas or facilities may charge entrance or recreation 
use fees. 


1 ENTRANCE FEES 


In 1976, entrance fees will be charged at designated na- 


FE tional parks, monuments, recreation areas, seashores, his- 


toric and memorial parks and sites administered by the 
National Park Service (see list, pages 7 and 8). 

Entrance fees may be paid on a single-visit basis or on 
an annual basis through purchase of the $10 Golden Eagle 
Passport (see box, “Golden Eagle Passport’). Citizens or 
permanent residents of the United States who are 62 
years or older may obtain the free lifetime Golden Age 
Passport good for entrance fees (see box, “Golden Age 
Passport”). 


RECREATION USE FEES AND 

SPECIAL RECREATION PERMITS 

In 1976, recreation use fees will be charged for use of 
specialized sites, facilities, equipment, or services fur- 
nished at Federal expense. Fees may also be charged for 


@ special recreation permits issued for uses such as group 


activities, recreation events, motorized recreation vehicles, 
and other specialized uses. Federal agencies authorized to 
charge use and permit fees are: Bureau of Land Manage- 
ment, Bureau of Reclamation, Fish and Wildlife Service, 
National Park Service, Forest Service, Corps of Engineers, 
and Tennessee Valley Authority. 


NOTE: No charges by private concessioners or other contractors 
operating within Federal recreation areas are covered by the Golden 
Eagle Passport, Golden Age Passport, single-visit entrance fees, 
recreation use fees, or special recreation permit fees.

ENTRANCE FEES TO BE COLLECTED FROM FOREIGN VISITORS 
AT NATIONAL PARKS 


Entrance fees will be collected from foreign visitors to the 
national parks beginning July 12, National Park Service Director 
Gary Everhardt announced today. 


Foreign visitors have been exempt from these fees since a 1972 
amendment to the Land and Water Conservation Fund Act was passed by 
Congress. The exemption expires July 1l. 


"At this time, we do not anticipate that Congress will extend 
this exemption and the National Park Service has no authority to do 
so without Congressional action,'"' Everhardt said. 'We wish to assure 
friends from abroad, however, that they are always welcome at all 
locations of the National Park System," the director said. 


Entrance fees are collected at 68 of the 286 sites in the National 
Park System. Generally these fees range from one dollar to three 
dollars per car. Passengers arriving by bus usually are charged 50 
cents each. 


Foreign visitors and U.S. citizens are eligible to purchase 
Golden Eagle Passports for $10 which will permit them entry to all 
national park locations during the year. These passports may be 
purchased in person at any park, or by mail by writing to: Office of 
Public Inquiries, National Park Service, Room 1013, Department of the 
Interior, Washington, D.C. 20240. 


The passport does not include user fees such as camping and guide 


fees, which foreign and domestic visitors may incur as they visit the 
parks.

1976 GOLDEN EAGLE PASSPORT AND LIFETIME GOLDEN AGE PASSPORT 
NOW AVAILABLE 


The 1976 Golden Eagle Passports and lifetime Golden Age Passports 
are now available at selected national parks, monuments, and recreation 
sites, where they provide admission. 


Both the Golden Eagle and Golden Age Passports may be obtained at 
all 1976 designated Federal entrance fee areas listed below; at 
National Park Service headquarters, Washington, D.C., and Park 
Service regional offices; and at Forest Service headquarters, Washington, D.C., 
and Forest Service regional offices. Additionally, the Golden Age 
Passports may be obtained at Forest Supervisors’ offices, at most 
Ranger Station offices of the Forest Service, at Bureau of Land 
Management District Offices and recreation sites, and at a number 
of recreation areas and regional offices of other participating 
Federal agencies. 


The 1976 Golden Eagle Passport, for persons under 62 years of age, 
is good for one calendar year and costs $10. It admits the purchaser 
and all persons traveling with him in a private, noncommercial vehicle 
to designated areas listed below where entrance fees are charged. A 
private, noncommercial vehicle is any passenger car, station wagon, 
pickup, camper truck, motor home, motorcycle, or other motor vehicle 
used for private recreation purposes. When the purchaser is traveling 
by means other than private, noncommercial vehicle, the Passport will 
admit the Passport holder and accompanying spouse, children, and parents. 


The Golden Eagle Passport does not cover recreation use fees, 
such as camping fees. Persons planning several visits to Park System 
areas that charge entrance fees may save money by buying the $10 
Golden Eagle Passport rather than paying individual entrance fees which 
range from 50 cents per person to $3 per person. 


The Golden Age Passport is good for the lifetime of the permittee. 
It is available free to citizens or permanent residents of the United 
States who are 62 years of age or older. The Golden Age Passport 
offers nearly the same entry privileges as the Golden Eagle Passport. 


The Golden Age Passport admits the permittee and any persons 
traveling with him in a private, noncommercial vehicle to any 
designated Federal entrance fee area. Where the permittee is traveling 
by means other than private, noncommercial vehicle, the Golden Age 
Passport will admit the permittee, his spouse and children.

The Golden Age Passport also provides a 50 percent discount on 
camping and other use fees for designated recreation facilities and 
services provided by the Federal Government. The discount does not 
apply to special recreation permit fees charged for uses such as group 
activities, nor does it cover fees charged by private, non-Federal 


concessioners. 


Golden Age Passports must be applied for in person and proof of age 
furnished or an affidavit must be signed attesting to the person's age.
